Otherwise the harbor has not changed much; there are no special 
new buildings, The war damages have been repaired. There were 
more than one hundred fishing vessels in the harbor. No naval 
vessels.

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The quay is 300 m long, and the height of the quay is about 
1 m. (drawing 1). 4- railroad tracks, not lowered, ordinary track 

width. 4 el cranes, the 2 western as shown on drawing II and the 
eastern as on drawing III. The western cranes extend over 3 tracks 
and the eastern over all 4* The cranes oan drive in tracks along 
the whole quay. One of the eastern cranes was temporarily out of 
order; the extension which extends out over the edge of the quay 
could not be lifted. The depth of the water by the quay is 8 metres. 
Building is being carried out on the quay on the other side of the 
railroad tracks. 
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
